ASHINGTON— President 
Ro o sevelt is quietly co n­ 
sulting General Hugh Jo hnso n 
o n the future fate o f the NRA. 
He has had o ne secret co n­ 
ference with the fo rmer Blue 
Eagle ruler o n the matter, in­ 
dicated he expects to talk with 
Hiim again befo re a final de­ 
cisio n is reached. 
At the first clo sely guarded 
meeting, 
Jo hnso n 
reiterated 
his o ld o bjectio n to tlie idea o f 
a ho ard in charge o f 
NRA 
affairs. 
The o ne-time army o fficer 
to ld the President that multi- 
co mmand was unsuited fo r the 
NRA. 
He held that effective 
administrative 
co ntro l 
co uld 
o nly he o btained by vesting 
respo nsibility 
in 
o ne 
indi- 
vid ual. 
, Jo hnso n urged that in the 
permanent NRA set up an exe­ 
cutive be installed at the to p 
with an adviso ry bo ard o f assis­ 
tants under him. 
This is exactly 
the 
reverse o f 
the present 
NRA adm inistrative 
structure. 
Furthermore, 
J ohnson's 
plan 
was rejected by the President as 
early as last Summer when he ac­ 
cepted the Perkins-Richberg for­ 
mula of a board to be in charg e,
